The recommendations were adopted.

and two reports relative to the case were 
presented by the judicial committee. 


Dr. Baker, chairman, addressed the

The majority report was signed by

The minority report differed from the

WILD TORNADOES. 


Destructive Work in Many Sec- 


tions. 


LOUISVILLE, May 23.—Early this morn- 


ing a storm from the southwest struck 
this city, doing much damage. It first un- 
roofed the Nashville & Louisville railroad 
round house on the outskirts, and then

sternation. As a result of its fury, sev- 
eral small houses are in ruins, and

dozens of houses are unroofed. Many 
ehimnevs are overturned, and the streets 
are filled with the wreckage of roofs, 
Uprooted trees and twisted wires. No 
lives are known to be lost, and few of 
the. injuries received are serious.

over this city this morning, doing great 
damage by ita violence. H is feared 
that much damage is done throughout 
Michigan to crops and orchards, and to 
shipping on the lakes.

recognizes the provisional gpvcrnmen 
or not. There is a general impressioi 
that Blount is now United States minis 
ter to Hawaii, but his appointment hab 
never been officially promulgated. Dr 
Smith is, therefore, at a loss as to his 
future conduct.

NEW YORK, May 24.—A bandofCher- 
kee Indians are here. They came to 
own for $6,000,000. Principal Chief C. 
. Harris had with him a document in 


which it appears that the Cherokee na- 
ion sold the Cherokee strip, consisting 
if 6,250,000 acres of choice lands, to 
he government for $3,505,736. Of this 
bum the treasury of the United States 
las already paid $295,736. The remain- 
ler is to be paid in five annual install- 
ments. Chief Harris explained that 
113 plan is to realize the money at once 
on tlie government's promises to pay. 
'The authorities at Washington," he 
said, "have authorized us to issue 
$6,500,000 in bonds bearing 4 per cent. 
The United States will indorse the bonds; 
and we will take them up as the govern- 
ment pays us. We expect to get the 
money without any trouble, and we 
already have negotiations pending in 
Wall street. We will divide the_money 
among our people per capita, which will 
be used for improvements, buying cat- 
tle and farming implements, and for 
the. better education ot their children."

mittees from botlr organizations l>e ap- 
pointed to investigate matters, and, if 
found to bo to tho growers' interest to 
utilize tho s pec n In tors' services in soiling 
their crop, of course propositions froir 
the speculators should bo entertained. 


But, when a set of men propose to go 


on now again upon the same rond of de- 
struction as the last year or two, they 
will signally fail to make, any sane 
grower believe that it is for his interest- 
to join .1 "mixed union" of growers, 
commission men and speculators—the 
oil will float on top aud tho wolves will 
swallow the lambs every time. 


As to whether tho co-operative com- 


panies can shoiv better results than the 
commission packers, in a nutshell is 
this: that the logical result of the in- 
sane idea anil foolish action of lotting 
the commission men obtain part of our 
raisins to be used by them ns weapons 
to destroy the co-opcrutive companies, 
will hR the ruination of every individual 
grower, except perhaps a few large ones, 
friends of the commission men, who 
will reap a golden harvest in the midst 
of the general ruin.

»!e ol" laving 100 eggs and upward, and 
that mim» of them art- addled. 


Shortly after they art; deposited on the 
avesof tin* vines, they hatch into tht> 


„ vcn worm described and grow with 
wonderful rapidity. Tht-ir i-ajuriiy for 
K->truction is fuurinons. 


Mr. Kayner has secured a large num- 


[j'.'r of turkeys to placa iu tho vineyard. 
riiC;".* ))ick off the worms and destroy 
them nnu-h faster than any i net lux i -It- 
vised. Thi'v have the additional ad- 
vantage of lit-ing very profitable. 


Turkeys raided on worms latcron may 


lie fattened on third i-rop grapes for the 
markets, und Fresno birds are famous 
or line qualities. The work of destroy- 
ing with scissors isexpensivo and not as 
thoroughly done as by the turkey 
method, whilu the use of paris green 
and other poisons are objectionable as it 
is hard to convince purchasers that the 
fruit is not to sonic m-grce dangerous In 
use. 


W. M. Williams states that when the 


sphinx became a post nine years ago, 
ireat numbers of largo black .squirrel 
liawks Hocked aliout the vineyards und 
that in the early morn and late in tlie 
evening would come down into the vine- 
yards and devour tlio worms. 


He states that the destruction of 


sphinx wormy by these hawks was sur- 
prising. He is of the opinion that they 
should b'* protected by »enoral ron?ent 
as the vineyardist's friend, for their 
valuable services in destroying sphinx 
worms, gophers, squirrels* and other 
vermin. 


As the.se liawks are not given to barn- 


yard depredations it is a mutter worthy 
of serious attention und farmers should 


s to it, that they are not shot at or in 
v wav undnlv molested. 


REMEDY FOR SPHINX WORM, 


Professor Craw Makes Some Valu- 


able Suggestions. 


Professor Alexander Craw, entomolog- 


ist to the State Board of Horticulture, 
some day? a»o suggested u remedy for 
the worm peat under a misapprehension 
of the kind of worms. 


Tho following letter upon the subject 
ill set Professor Craw ri^ht and at the 


same time makes some valuable sugges- 
tions:

"Wn.i.nM HARVKY., ESQ.J—I>ear Sir: 


Yours of yesterday to hand with moth 
and grape leaves infested with eggs und 
very small larvie of the moths. 


It is the "sphinx moth,"—Phihinipelis 


tichemon—and the remedy of banding 
the vines as I sut^tit-ted for cut worms 
is of no use against this pest. 


Some years ago this worm did consid- 


erable damage in the southern part of 
the state and the only effective way 
they found was to »o through the vine- 
yards and cut the worms with scissors. 
Try the sulphur and paris green as sug- 
gested in my former letter. 


I have had letters and specimens of 


cut worms from your county. Ho thitt 
led me to think it was the same insect 
that you referred to.

P. S.—Parties using Paris green in 


solution should keep it 
constantly 


stirred. 


In the previous letter referred to 


Professor Craw recommends one pound 
of Paris green to 200 gallons of water, 
this to be thoroughly stirred so as to be 
taken up in solution.

It would be entirely 
independent of any and all transconti- 
nental roads, and would do the work of 
transportation at tho cost of the service,

J. W. Ferguson Could Not Find the 


Fresno Display. 


.T. W. FergusonofthoExpositor writes 


the following from Chicago under date 
of May 20th. He evidently failed to 
find the Fresno exhibit: 


"The California building is tbe most 


backward cf all. There seems to have 
been an entire lack of administrative 
ability in tbe California commission, 
and everything has been jierinitted to 
run at loose ends, except the salaries. 
When I look at tbe chaotic condition of 
the various exhibits in the building, 
and notice tlie lack of push that charac- 
terizes everything about it, I rub iny 
eyes and wonder "Can this be a repre- 
sentation of our great state." But one 
o! the California commissioners is here, 
McMurray. The others are at home en- 
joying tlie balmy climate and inhaling 
tlfe ozone of the Golden State. 


"Southern California, with its usual 


push, has open for inspection in horti- 
cultural hall a splendid display of its 
products, but it did not depend on a lot 
of liigh salaried officials to look after its 
interests. It simply 'spit on its hands,' 
went to work and sent on an exhibit, 
and opened it up. The portion of the 
hall in this building allotted to Califor- 
nia—our California, like the California 
building, is distinguished by a sign 'Cal- 
ifornia Exhibit,* but the exhibit is not 
visible. It is still stowed away in boxes. 


"Griffin <t Skelley and Noble Bros, 


have an exhibit of raising, but Califor- 
nia as a state shows none in horticult- 
ural hall.

Two acres of alfalfa on the L. Bravcr- 


man'a Esmerulda vineyard has yielded 
sis nnd nnc-half tons of hay for the flrjt 
cutting. If five cuttings for the season 
hold out at that rate the yield will he 
over thirty-two tons.

EDITOU RF.PUIII.ICAN.—Cut worms are 


doing more damage this year to vines 
and trees than I have ever known bc- 
'orc. At least five kinds have Ix-Pli 
found in this vicinity. All of them are 
hatched from the eggs of scaly winficd 
millers (lepidoptera), and are of the 
family of night feeders (noctuidre). The 
millers lay their eggs in the ground, 
where they hatch, and the worm, a 
fat, dirty, uiiton-legged fellow, one. to 
three inches long, crawls up the vine or 
tree and feeds upon the new growth. 


A quarter of a century ago a large 


number of fruit raisers, Matthew Cooke 
and myself being of the number, used 
on a small scale the remedy 
iven on 


page 399 of his book, from which I 
quote: 
"A most effectual remedy to prevent 


cut-worms from ascending a tree is to 
fasten a piece of tin or zinc around the 
tree, just above the ground. H should 
be cut in a circular form, so that when 
placed on the tree it should be in the 
ihape of an inverted funnel."

ciilumns that the worms were apiK-arin^ 
in unusually lar^e numbiTf, and were 
attacking the vineyards west of the city. 
Interviews with a number of vineyard- 
i^tss fr\)tn that loi-aHty contirm the ro- 
]M)rt that the worn) pe?t exists in no 
iiit*aii i>rojwrtions. 


(ieor^f W. Taft, who has a lar;;e and 


varitti cxju-rienee with vineyards in this 
county an<l in warring with vine pests, 
states" that the moths are present by 
thous:inds six miles west of tho city. 


They are about tho size of a humming 


bird, ami lay their •ej^a on the under 
side of the leaves of the vines. Within 
three or four days the eggs hatch out 
into a small green worm, which imme- 


iately liejjina to feed on the leaves. 
'hey jjrow very rapidly, are >;ross feod- 
rsiind «i\iicklv strip tue. vines of their 
oliugr. 


The worm is of a pale, green color, 


vith a dark brown head, nnd a sharp, 
itlnk-liko spike or horn project ing up- 
vard from thu ]>osterior at at tingle of 
limit forty-Jive degrees. It is the worm 
requetitly found on tomato vines and 
ometiniL-s on cot ton wood trees.

Milt Hntchiiison Convicted 


of Chicken Stealing.

This is the Third Time He Has 


lieeii Arrested for Break iug: 


the Law. 


Ten-year-oU barefooted Milt Huiohin- 


son looked very innocent as he sat be- 
hind Mrs. Charles Berry in Justice of 
the Peace Crichton's court yesterday 
afternoon. 


Milt was a prisoner and was being 


tried for petit larceny, the charge 
against him being the stealing of two 
chickens from W. H. Childers, brother 
of Detective Marion Ohilders. 


James G. Gallagher, who is contest- 


ing the election of J. P. Vincent to the 
Board of Education, appeared as attor- 
ney for the defendant. No one was 
there to reprerent the people,- and the 
justice therefore acted in the dual ra- 
pacity of judge and prosecuting attor- 


"ft'. H. Clulders related under a solemn 


oath how his brother-in-law, George 
Mulligan, had killed two chickens for 
him and now they had hung the chick- 
from a sawed-off umbrella tree alwnt four 
foot tall. He told bow in the early morn- 
ing they found the ixttiltry gone with 
nothing*but the tree and the. string left. 
They found the tracks of a barefooted 
boy or girl leading from the gate to the 
tree and from the tree to the gate, 
thence along an alley to Mrs. llerry's 
house whore the boy was employed as a 
sort of maid of all work. 


They inquired of the hoy's sister, who 


lived near by, whether any chickens bad 
iKH'ii killed at her house "that morning 
and she said that two chickens had 
been killed there. Alter watching a 
while 
they 
saw 
the 
boy come 


out of the houFe with two chickens and 
some egga wrapped in a bundle. The 
witness "could not identify the chickt-ns; 
they were dressed, and while one looked 
like one of his, the other was not his 
chicken, he was certain. They then 
led the boy along the barefooted tracks, 
and the boy':: tracks, in size and shape, 
matched the tracks of the defendant per- 
fectly. 


Detective Marion Childors corroborated 


the testimony of his brother. After 
thev had traced the tracks to Tnlare 
and" 0 streets they saw the prisoner 
standing on the corner. He told tho 
witness that ho was bringing the chick- 
ens to some doctor whose name he could 
not remember. 


"You say," said Counsellor Galla- 


gher, "that the chickens were hanging 
about two and a half feet from the 
ground. Don't you know that a dog or 
a cat could have pulled those chickens 
down?" 


The witness intimated that he did 


not believe that a dog or a cat pulled 
those particular chickens down. He 
went on to say that he peeped into the 
window of a back room of Mrs. llerry's 
house and saw the prisoner picking the 
feathers off them ami dressing them. 
"\Vhen afterwards overhauled outside 
with the chickens he paid that his sister 
had bought them at Blaekler's. 


George Mulligan told of the tracking 


of the l»y and the finding of a head of 
one of the chickens near the Kerry 
house. 


Constable George Matheson testified 


that the tracks were those of the pris- 
oner. He bad tracked a good many 
prisoners in his time, but ha.d never 
taken lessous from a Mohawk Indian, as 
Mr. Gallagher suggested. 


This closed the evidence for the prose- 


cution and Mr. Gallagher, with the 
most sober face imaginable, moved to 
dismiss the case and discharge the de- 
fondant, because there waa not a single 
thread of testimony to connect him with 
the crime. 


The court promptly denied the mo- 


tion, and Milton Hutchinaon, the pris- 
oner was called to the stand, lie testi- 
fied that he was 10 years old, and that 
he lived on the corner of P and Tulare 
streets. He had two broilers that his 
sister had purchased at Blackler's, 
when ChildcTs and his friend came up 
and examined the poultry. There were 
three or four other boys of about hia 
own age, who were running about the 
neighl)orhood barefooted on that day, 
Theodore Lynn and Frank Elain being 
among the number. 


The witness caught four of Mrs. Ber- 


ry's chickens to kill them that morning, 
and he took them over to his eister's 
house for that purpose. 


"Then I wentmokeyingaround there," 


he added. 


He denied positively that lie had 


picked or dressed any chickens iu Mrs. 
Berry's house. 


"Have you ever been arrested be- 


fore?" asked the court. 


"Yea, sir; I waa arrested three times," 


responded tho l»y promptly. "Once for 
stealing chickens, once for battery and 
this time for chicken stealing." 


Mrs. Berry swore that the I my worked 


about the house for her and slept at 
home. 
She saw him come from his 


house at 6.10 in the morning. Espcct- 
ing company she killed two of her own 
roosters and bought two from Bladder's. 
f?he could not kill a chicken herself and 
could not bear to see one killed, so she 
had them taken to Hutebinaon'a sister's 
house for that purpose. The boy had 
not been out of her sight all the morn- 
ing for more than ten minutes. He had 
been a had boy because he was given to 
lying. The witness thought she had 
reformed him and hud often trusted him 
with as high as $20 to pay bills with for 
her and bring back the change. 


The court convicted the defendant, 


and will take the necessary steps to 
have him sent to the Reform'school. 


TO NAVIGATE SAN JOAQUIN 


River Navigation to Be Put in 


Oparation This Fall. 


The Han Francisco Chronicle has an 


interview with Craigie Sharp Jr. of this 
city. Mr. Sharp is now at the bay for 
the purpose of securing a light draft 
vessel'tp be used in freighting grain 
from this locality down the San Joaquin 
river to tidewater. 


The matter of utilizing this waterway 


has often been broached, but little has 
ever Iwen done to put the plan into 
operation. It is claimed by those fa- 
miliar with the river that the channel 
can easily bo put into condition to ac- 
commodate light draft barges. 


The plan outlined by Mr. Sharp as- 


sumes still greater proportions. 


He intends to demonstrate that it is 


feasible to open up navigation not only 
to White's bridge, but also on through 
Fresno alough to the waters of Kings 
river and Tulare lake. The fact once 
established that the San Joaquin is nav- 
igable, we would 1)0 iu u ]njsition to ask 
an appropriation from Congress to im- 
prove the bed of the river, and perma- 
nently establish it as a waterway to the 
eea. 


"This would not only be of great ad- 


vantage of iteclf, but "•would insure no 
railroad ratings as a common point. 
Railroad builders would no longer have 
it in their power to play us for mickera 
by combining or Belling out alleged 
competing lines, and we would always 
have it in our power t/> compel a decent 
freight rate on our products."

its aiChicago seems to be misunderstood. 
The impression appears to b« that there 
is but one exhibit at tho World's Fair, 
when in fact there are two. 


n the first placo there is the raisin 


exhibit iu the viticultural department 
of the horticultural building. This is of 
the fair proper, and is exhibited by in- 
dividuals or business firms of alt parts 
of the state and elsewhere under the 
conditions prescribed by the manage- 
ment. 


Then there is tho display in the Cali- 


fornia World's Fair building, which does 
not compete for premiums, but is sent 
there to display iu connection with 
other exhibits th'e wonderous variety of 
productions of this state of every kind 
or character. 


It is well to keep this distinction in 


mind since criticisms of the one are apt 
to be applied indiscriminately to all. 
The 
following letter from Griffin & 


Skelly to Ales Gordon of this city is of 
interest in this connection. 


"We notice the San Fnim:i3C'o Exam- 


iner, as well as the Kriiit Orower of 
San Francisco, published a statement 
that there are no raisins exhibited in 
the horticultural building in Chicago. 


"Tlie facts arc- that we have an ex- 


hibit of 100 boxes ia the vitiniltiiral de- 
partment of the horticultural building, 
which are exhibited in a booth erected 
bv ourselves at the expense of several 
hundred dollars. 


"These raisins were grown in the vine- 


yard of J. M. Cory, and the exhibit is, 
ilto«L>ther, the finest that ever was 
shown by any packing lirm in Califor- 
nia and will do credit to Fresno. 


"We hope the growers will give the 


wicked commission packer a litiltu-rodit 
for once, for, while they were sleeping, 
we were preparing for this World's 
Fair. The whole exhibit, from first to 
last, will cost us probably $500. Whether 
we will ever get a dollar of it back, it 
will be impossible to say, although it 
was done as a purely business proposi- 
tion."

His 
special mission is to study black knot in 
vines, but will give attention generally 
to any pest that may be brought to his 
notice. 


He expects to spend neveral days in 


the vineyards and orchards in this vicin- 
ity before proceeding south. This will 
be a good opportunity for our people to 
consult an expert and obtain useful in- 
formation concerning the treatment of 


I pests and diseases.

Sidney Jones was brought before Jus- 


tice of the Peace Lane yesterday for pre- 
liminary examination on a charge of 
murder. The prisoner was 
brought 


from Texas ti few wei'ks iigo by Marion 
Childers, who made the trip thither on 
the strength of u confession made by \V. 
S. James who, in connection with a man 
named John Hern, was arrested for 
Stealing buy. James stated that Jones 
was the murderer. 


They drove toTsirpev's Switch on the 


night of October 5th to rob Good's store, 
but ituding a teamster camped there 
they gave it up and returned to Fresno. 
The next night they returned. James 
held the team while Jones went into the 
Store, killed Good, robbed the place, 
and the men returned to Fresno to- 
gether. 


It was stated afterwards that James, 


under advice of his lawyer, had re- 
tracted his confession and said that it 
was not true, but had been made under 
fear and duress. 


The examination was conducted in 


Justice of the Peace Crichton's court be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Edward B. 
Lane of the Second township. 


Jones was represented by Frank IF. 


Short and James by W. R. Jacobs. 
The first witness was E. L. Good, bro- 
ther of tlie murdered man. He said 
that tho deceased was 21 years old at 
the time of his death, which hamrened 
on the night of Octolwr 7th. On the 
evening before, the witness and the de- 
ceased drove to Fresno to attend the the- 
atrical performance, and while coming 
in near Barton's vineyard they met a 
buggy with two men in it. One of the 
horses was white and the other a bay, 
and one of the men wore overalls and a 
gray hat. 


The deceased had $SG on his person 


on the 
evening of October (Jth, and 


when found dead he had $26 in his 
pockets. The money which had been 
in the till was yone except about a dol- 
lar in dimes and nickels scattered on 
the tloor. The tracks of a man were 
followed 300 yards across the field to a 
? 


lacc where a buggy had been standing, 
'he buggy and horses' tracks showed 
thai the" vehicle had been driven from 
the north and had turned around and 
proceeded towards the south in the di- 
rection of Los Palmas. 
Tb« same 


trucks of the man that led from the 
store to the buggy had also led from the 
buggy to the store. The person who 
made the tracks was running from the 
store to the buppv. 


Tho witness lidded that R. S. Saul- 


ters camped at the store on the night of 
OctolterSth, and on that night two men 
in :i top bugpy driving a gray and a buy 
horse, drove to the store from the direc- 
tion of Fresno, paused, drove past it, 
and drove back again towards Fresno. 


Constable Warren Hill of Sander tes- 


tified that the tracks led from the store 
to the buggy. They were made by a 
niunlier seven shoe, worn by a person 
who was naming. 


"Were the tracks leading fruui the 


store as far apart us your tracks the 
time Evans and Sontag were after you?" 
asked Mr. Short, with a wiusome 
smile. 


Mr. Hill did not look at all delighted 


with the wit of the attorney, and the 
court ruled the question out of older. 


Archibald McGuire, a butcher, and R. 


K. Bhibaker, a conductor on the South- 
ern Pacific of Pollasky, testified as to 
the finding of the body and the tracks 
of the murderer. 


Ex-Sheriff Hensley testified, but he 


did not appear to know any more about 
the matter than Constable Hill. 


Livery stable keepers Gates and AVil- 


liiiin Henry testified that Jumes' team 
was composed of one gray horse and one 
bay horse. 


W. S. James waa called to the stand 


and sworn. 


Mr. Jacobs rose to his feet and said: 
"If the court please—" 
"Well, if the court please," replied 


Mr. Walser, "wcdonot want any inter- 
ruption from 
outside parties. 
Mr. 


Jacobs is not an attorney m this case." 


Mr. Jacobs continued: 


. "1 am James' attorney, and I have ad- 
vised him not to testify in thiscase,and 
he is not going to testify." 


The court ruled that James need not 


testify to anything that might be used 


( in evidence against himself and James 
thereupon declined to testify. 


Mr. Short moved that the'casc against 


Jones 1* dismissed and that Jones be 
discharged from custody. 


The court took the motion under ad- 


visement. 


The examination of James will take 


place at 10 o'clock this morning injus- 
tice Lane's court room on Jllackstonu 
avenue. 


From the Daily or FriiUr 


The.prcliminary examination iu Jus- 


tice Lane's court yesterday, in the case 
of the People against W. S. James, 
charged with the murder of Willard S. 
Good, proved to be the most sensational 
ever held in the county. 
The case 


was continued until tomorrow morning 
at 9 o'clock, when further developments 
arc expected in the case. 


It will be remembered that on the 


morning of October 8,1892, the body of 
young Good was found with a knife 
wound in the breast at Tarpey, about 
six miles from Fresno. He was in sole 
charge of his brother's store and the 
postoffice in this thinly settled locality 
and was usually alone during the night. 


On the morning in question Frank 


McGuire, and at the aamc time the 
trainmen on the railroad, discovered his 
body lying in a field about one hundred 
yards north of the store, and there was 
no doubt that he had been murdered. 
No definite clue could be obtained and 
beyond the fact that robbery was the 
motive tho circumstances of his death 
were a mystery. 
Some months afterward Vf. S. James 


was arrested for burglary and while in 
jail made altogether two confessions, in 
the last of which he implicated Sidney 


Jooetand himself, claiming that'they 
drove out there and tliat he remained 
with the buggy about 300 yards from the 
•tore white JOUM went there to rob it. 
Jones soon after returned from the 


store, saying he had a scuffle with Good. 
According to hie story Jones left him be- 
fore corning into town and the country 
ap well. 


MDXCY JOXKS ARRESTED. 


A warrant was issued and Junes was 


BOOU after arrested in Texas by Marion 
Childers, a deputy constable, who had 
gone there for that purpose aud brought 
back. At the preliminary examination 
Wednesday Jonea was discharged, no 
evidence being produced connecting him 
with the crime. 


la the meantime the chaise of mur- 


der was made against James and the 
matter came up for examination yester- 
day. 
.Mark Walser appeared for the 


people ami W. K. Jacobs for the de- 
fendant. 


Tlie first witness called was Kohert K. 


L. Good, brother of the deceased, who 
testified that liis brother waa twenty- 
one years and eight months old at the 
time of his death. He drew a diagram 
of the premises where the tragedy oc- 
curred aud outlined thu course of the 
fleeing murderer from the store, to the 
point where a buggy had Iteen standing 
beside the road. It had on departing 
gone to tho south towards Las Paluias. 


A POSSIBLE CLUB. 


The witness stated that on the even- 


ing of October 6th he bud come into 
the city, along with his brother and an- 
other man, to attend the theater. Op* 
posite the north gate of the Barton es- 
tate they passed two men in a top buggy 
drawn by two horses. One was a gray 
and the other a bay.horse. He noticed 
them especially because they drove in 
between them and the gate which they 
wished to enter. After they passed 
they spoke of the color of thu team, and 
Huttertield, noticing that 
the men 


pulled the top of -tho buggy up aa they 
approached, said, "That is funny."" 
The team according to he witness was 
an ordinary one—weighing from 1000 to 
1200 pounds. 


JAMBS TULLS A tiTORV. 


About April 1st Childers told the wit- 


ness that there wnsa man in jail who knew 
something 
about 
the death of bis 


brother, and he went up there with 
Childers to see him. 


The interview was in an upper room 


of the jail. "I asked him questions 
about what he knew, lie would not 
look me in the eye. I saw he was ex- 
cited and trembling and the Eweat was 
running down his face. I said, 'Yon 
know all about the 
murder of my 


brother.' He then told us that lie drove 
out to Tarpey with Jones on the night 
of October 6th forthe purposcof robbing 
the store, but found teams camped there 
and men sleeping under the wagons so 
they drove on by and then drove back 
to Fresno. He said that Jones then 
left him and that he had never seen him 
any more. 
James said hu had told 


Jones on their way back that it was a 
bad job and that he had better give it 
up. 


Witness had sworn out a warrant on 


the strength of James' statement, and 
had offered a reward of $250 for the 
arrest and conviction of the murderers. 


CHrLDESS GOES TO TEXAS. 


When the warrant was issued Childers 


wanted to go to Texas after Jones as he 
knew him; did not want the reward, 
but did want the reputation of the ar- 
rest. Good then advanced him $200, 
and afterwards wired him $100 more. 
On cross-examination Good explained 
that $125 of this had been returned and 
the remainder secured. 


JAllHS FALLS DOWJT. 


He related what occurred at an inter- 


view with James last Sunday. He had 
heard that James did not intend to 
testify against Jones on the preliminary 
examination of the latter and had gone 
there to see about it. James told him 
that under the advice of bis lawyer he 
would not say anything either then or 
at the examination. 


He wanted to know of witness whether 


lie would prosecute him if 1m stuck to 
!iis former statement about Jones. Wit- 
ness told him that that was a matter for 
;he officers of the law to decide; that all 


wanted was the truth and nothing 
t the guilty punished. He told James 


that the latter knew all about the mur- 
der of his brother and put the matter to 
:iim sharply, but James would not ugree 
:o tell all he knew of the case. 


Coroner L. O. Stephens was then 


called and testified that, as deputy cor- 
oner, he held an inquest on the body of 
deceased, and gave a description of tlie 
condition of the store where the murder 
took place, etc. 


JONES UF TEXAS. 


Sidney A. Jones, the next witness, is 


the tall, well built and very good look- 
ing young man who had a preliminary 
examination Wednesday charged with 
the same crime. He wears a light mus- 
tache, has a quiet, straightforward and 
rather convincing manner, and a strong 
Texas brogue. 


He stated that he knew James by 


sight, having met him in Fresno last 
Fall. He had worked at grape picking 
[or Mr. Brooks under Marion Childera 
on vineyards which Mr. Brooks had 
purchased. 
lie had not worked for 


about three weeks before he went to 
Fresno, could not fix the date, but 
thought he left about October 4th. 


RLKEPR IK JAMES' BARN*. 


When he came to town in September, 


he met James, and told him he was out of 
a job. James told him to come up and 
sleep in his barn until he got a job. He 
did so and sometimes got meals there. 
He rode out a couple of times around 
town with James in a top buggy behind 
a span of horses—one a bav "and the 
other a gray. Never was at Turpey; 
never drove "out of town with James. 
Did not tell the Examiner reporter so, 
when interviewed at Los Angeles, 


is A KODHKK'.S iioosT, 


Jones then stated that he was present 


at a meeting of Marion Childers, Doe 
Dill wood, Al Dill wood and James at the 
latter's place in ihe eastern .part of the 
city, when they discussed the proposi- 
tion of robbing Good's store, a China- 
man's store at Fowler and also planned 
a train robbery. 
Dillwood had pre- 


viously sent witness to a store in town 
with $5 with which he purchased at bis 
direction a lot of giant, powder, 100 feet 
of fuse, some cans and ammunition. 
Dillwood claimed that he wanted them 
for work on a mine, but at the meeting 
he found they were to be used to rob a 
train. 


A KOTU1BRV FLAtfNED. 


Childers once told him he. was going 


to rob Good's store and wanted him to 
go alon^. Jones said he did not want 
to get into trouble and refused to RO. 
The others were not present at that 
time. John Hern was not present at 
any of these conversations. 


"When they proposed to rob the train 


I refused to take part and they all 
jumped 
on 
to 
me 
and 
were 


going 
to 
hang 
me. 
I 
begged 


off and promised to leave the country 
and started at once afoot. They had a 
Winchester rifle, two shotguns and a 
uixahooter at that time. Did not sec 
any knives except common 
pocket- 


knives amongst them. Dilwood said he 
had a pistol in pawn and that he could 
get that. 


"They said that if I did not leave the 


country at once they would do me up. I 
believed they would kill me if they 
found me about here again. I hid out 
and watched until they all left the 
barn, then slipped back and got the 
Winchester in order to defend myself if 
they attacked me, and utruck out for 
Texap. 


A FLY CHINAMAN. 


On his cross-examination, Jones said: 
It was Marion Childera, W. S. James, 


Doc Dillwood and Al Dilwood who 
threatened to hang me, It was on the 


Southern Pacific on my var teck here 
that Childen told UH> that, "that 
of a James let the Chinaman shut the 
door in hia face at Fowler and stood 
them off." I had asked him about U, 
knowing that he had made a break 
there to do it and wanted to know how 
be. came out. I also asked him how 
they came out ou the train robbery, and 
he said "theiufellowB won't stick at all." 


They took the powder aud buried it, 


and he told we the iiauie of the officer 
that found it. but I have forgotten the 
name, now. He said they liad laid it 
onto Sontaij and Evaus^-said Sontag 
and Kvaus buried it; he supposed they 
were, able to bear the blame of it. All 
of us live saw the powder; myself, 
James, Childem, D^- 1)111 wood and Al 
DiUwooU. 


IKMVDCK I11I> IS FKKSXO. 


We were all talking as fast as we 


could about what was to be done with 
the i«j\vder, and there was no disagree- 
ment about it except on my part. It 
was all one sided except oa my part, 
and I came near yetting my neck broke 
for not siding in. It was Marion Child- 
era' ritlo 1 took away with me; he told 
me on tlie train that it was his; it was 
brought there by him but 1 couldn't 
Bay it was his. 


TOOK CABK OF THE »CTB(.TIVK. 


Coming this way from Texas I was 


aruied part of the tune; I had Marion 
Childers' six shooter. "No, he didn't 
keep one and make an even divide." 
That was all he had, and 1 had it all 
one night and thu biggest portion of the 
next day, but Marion didn't try to get 
away from me or I would have put tho 
handcuffs on him. I had them om-e 
aud had his pistol. The first time 1 
had the pistol he gave me hia overcoat 
to put under my head and the pistol 
fell out on the floor. Next morning 1 
banded U back to him and said, "You 
want to be a little more cautious, as U 
might go off mid kill somebody." 


PACKED CH!Ll>lLltt>* I'lHTOt. 


The next day I had it once just before 


wo came into Loa Angeles. He left it 
on the seat and 1 leaned over and it fell 
on the tloor. 1 motioned to ChUdcrs to 
get it and he motioned to me to got it 
and I put it in my pocket. Chil.U'rs 
was friendly and [>eaci':iblu and didn't 
ur'e any hureh treatment toward me on 
the road. In fact he was the finest de- 
tective I ever saw. 


He iit-VL-r told me who buried tlie 


powder; didn't tell me exactIv who 
went out to burv it, but "we took it out 
and buried it.:'~ I ilun't know anything 
.bout whether thu gir! stavini; there 
was James' wife or not, anil do not 
know anything about his contract mar- 
riage. Thev were arguing as to the 
time they should rob the train, but I 
was not very much interested in that; I 
was too seared to pay close attention. 
Of course, when 1 would not stand in 
and help them Childers slapped me in 
the face and tied me. They put a rope 
around my neck and they were going to 
hang me, but T begged like a good fal- 
low. 
One of them spoke up and said, 


"Let the 
go if he will leave 


the country," and it stood HID in hand 
to get away. Childera shipped me in 
the face once or twice. 1 was so scared 
I might have got more licks and not 
have known it. 


LAY IT TO 6ONTAO ASD KVANS. 


I heard them say something about 


where they were going to stop the train, 
but whether they had decided the point 
or not 1 don't know. They spoke some- 
thing about rubbing it up ou this left 
hand road going from Fresno, and said 
they would lay it on to Sontag and 
Evans, as they bad robbed the train 
there before. As to when they would 
rob it I didn't get on to that good, as I 
was too much scared to take much in- 
terest in it. 


As to how they were going to rob it 


and the tactics they were going to pur- 
sue, I heard Childers say something 
about fixing some giant sticks to blow 
the engine off the track. Doc Dillwood 
sent me to town to get the powder, as 
he said he had a mine up in the hills, 
and also to get some ammunition. He 
sent me for powder before. I can show 
the place where I bought the ammuni- 
tion. It came to $5.25, but he only gave 
me $5 and the clerk said, "I will let you 
have it for that." I would know the 
umii I bought it from. 


BOUliHT GIANT PONDER. 


T took the powder and ammunition 


down to James' barn and Childers was 
with me. I put it in hia rig. We met 
Doc and he gave me the money to buy it 
and at that time I didn't know where 
James lived. Childers was present when 
Doc tuld me to get the powder, and 
Childers came with me. but didn't go in 
the store with me.. He said: "I will 
t-ait over here right close to my rig." 
I 


didn't think anything about it and went 
in and got the "powder and brought it 
l>ackfnraccommodation. He said: "I 
will take you down and show you where 
he Hves," and we got iu the buggy. He 
was driving an old brown horse, and we 
took it down to James' barn. James* 
name had not been mentioned before 
that. Childers had given me an intro- 
duction to James before this but I didn't 
know anything about this proposed rob- 
bery then. 


CHILDERS THUKATEXK JOXES. 


On the train Childers told me, "Now 


if you o|MJii your bazoo, I will kill you 
lure as h—1. I will kill you right in the 
court room." 
I cautioned Mr. Scott 


here about it. He (Childers) said, "We 
will mob you out of jail, and if we can't 
get you that way, we will shoot you 
through the bars.'' He said he and his 
relations would do that and that he had 
a big lot of relations and they bad to 
stay with him. 


My preliminary examination was set 


for the ilth, and'it was before that time 
that T told Air. Scott about the threats 
against my life, and I also told my at- 
torney, Mr. Short about it. 
James 


never threatened me in words; but at 
the time they were goinjj to hang me, 
he threatened me by actions, and that 
is more than words'. I would rather a 
man would kill me by his mouth than 
take me out nnd kill me sure enough. 
James and Childers both askeil me to 
help rob the China store., but I didn't 
150. I think that was in the latter part 
of September, but if it was in October, 
it must have been mighty near the first 
day. 


THEATRICAL- AHREST. 


When I was arrested 1 was in a saloon 


sitting down by mvself with my feet on 
a bos. I'did not know Ohilders was in 
the vicinity. He came in and said, 
"Hello, Jones, how are you?" and I 
lumped up and said, " 
, are you 
here," and shook hands with him. "I 
am glad to see you." 
I was poing to 


ask him to take a drink, when their six- 
shooters were at my head and I said, 
"What do you want with me?" They 
didn't tell me until they got me in jail. 
I was top scared then to notice the etae 
of the six-shooters. They might have 
been empty for all I know. 


At the time they tied me with the rope 


here I don't know who tied them as they 
grabbed me from behind. I know Chil- 
dera had hold of the rope, that was put 
over my head. I didn't see the place 
they proposed to put the rope over to 
hang me. 


TO SWEAR AOAISST HEATH. 


I have no knowledge of James and 


this killing of Good, and the first I ever 
heard of it was when Childers told me 
of it at ComancUe, Tex. On the train 
I said to him, "Marion, let me see those 
papers," and he handed them to me. I 
looked at themand I said, "Marion, you 
know I never done such low down dirty 


i trick as this." He said, "No; I know 
you didn't: hut I will tell you what I 
want. We have got R man named Heath 
arrested for the murder of McWhirter, 
and I want you to testify in the case 
and we will prove an alibi for you in 
this case. I will swear to it, and Harry 


I Tnpgtirfc is my relation nnd he will 
! swear to it, and Charley Oliildera. They 
' ha.ve got to swear to anything I want 


them to." 
I »id that I wasn't then, and he 


made tlie mm remark again. I asked 
him, "What do you want me to testify 
to?" and be said, "What in the matter 
with your testifying you were with 
Heath and saw him kill McWhirter? If 
you will do this there is money in it and 
we will divide with you." 
He agaiaap- 


proached uie iu jail here on the same 
subject. lie said tho arresting of me 
for the killing of Good was all a put up 
job. 


TO PKOVE AN ALIBI. 


He told me ou the train that James 


was induced to make that statement 
against me. He said Walser had told 
him that he would di?i)ii^ the hay 
charge against him if he would. Then 
1 put down a piece of paper and asked 
him, "Mr. Childers, will you swear to 
this?" He said "No," that will be inter- 
fering with the case, but I will get peo- 
ple to swear to it." 


He approached me in jail on the same 


subject and said, "Harry Tuggart and 
Charley Childers wilt be down in a few 
days and we will arrange to cinch 
James and lot you out and use you. 
That is the 
that killed him, and if 


you will just get iu on this and do the 
right thing I will fix him." 
1 said, "I 


don't know, I don't want to cinch any- 
body but the right man, and 1 don't 
know who that is.'. "Well," he said, 
"that is all right," 


JO.NES LACES BKNEE. 


He came to see me another time at 


the bars and said, "How do they treat 
you?" I said, "Firet raie, I can't com- 
plain." He said, "You are all right; 
you will get off on tho preliminary, and 
if yon would only do what I tell you— 
you haven't got a bit of sense—you 
would be sure to get off and have no 
trouble." He wanted me to ask Harry 
Taggart and Charlc.y Childers to prove 
an alibi, and 1 told him I didn't want 
to have anything to do with them or 
him either. He wanted me to subpena 
them aa witnesses in my case to prove 
LII alibi. 


He was up one day and said he would 


bring you (Mr. Jacobs) up thu next day, 
and wanted me to testify that the state- 
ments I had made to my attorney and 
Mr. Si-ott was all a He. He snid, "1 un- 
derstand yon have made somti remarks 
alwut my trying to pet you to testify 
against Heath on the road." 1 said, 
"V.-s, I did," He said, "What did you 
do that for? You aru liable to send me 
to the pi'ititciitiarv. Now you denv 
that." 


ON'I.Y A MTTLK JOKK. 


:IIa\T you tnld all nl>oiit thoir going 


to hang you?" I said. ''Yes. That is 
not a lie is it?" He said, "No, but 
what did you tell it for? We were not 
;oing to hang yon, but were fooling you. 
s'ow," he said, "you see your lawyer 
and make those statements to him and 
1 will bring Walser up and you deny it 
to him." I said, "1 will see." ' He 
said, "I will go down uiid send your 
lawyer right up and you make those 
statementf to him and deny all that you 
have said." I didn't give him much of 


answer because I was afraid of him. 


He went down and sent Short right up, 
and he said, "What is the matter?" I 
told him what Clulders wanted me to 
do, and Short said, '*! will tell him to 
go a little slow, and I will let him down 
as easy as possible." 


HEATH TO 1JE CONVICTED. 


Childers wanted me to say that De- 


tective llnry had irijluccd me to say 
tho?e things. In the Heath case, he 
wanted me to swear that I was with 
Heath and saw him kill McWhirter. 
Lie didn't say how much there was in it, 
but said there way a lot of money and he 
would divide with me. When he found 
out I had told about all this be paid, 
"now, you have knocked me out and 
perhaps will send me over thu road, and 
you will ruin me." 
I said I haven't said 


anything but the truth, have I? And 
he said, "yon will ruin me." 
I know 


Detective Bury and have made this 
statement to him at different times. 1 
am doing this to show the people what 


clique they had running at large here. 


ItAVDClfPFKn IX TEVAS.. 


Childers 
handcuffed 
me 
at Co- 


manche, Tex., and-we left there about 
12 o'clock at night, and we got to 
Ltrownwood, a short distance and had to 
lay there until morning. Ho took me 
to jail and the next morning when we 
came out. was the last time he hand- 
;u!Itu me. He took the handcuffs off of 
mo because he thought I was going to 
side with him on his proposition about 
the Heath case. He said, "I will take, 
the handcuffs off of you, if you side in 
with me." 
He tuld me that he had 


spoken to John Hern and thought lie 
could get him to swear to the same tiling 
about Ileuth shooting McWhirter. 


MOKE TO FOLLOW. 


Jones was then asked if thin was all 


he knew alwut the mutter. He said 
that that was all that he had to my at 
present, that he had more to say, but 
that that was to be said at another time, 
soon. 


At the conclusion of his testimony, 


Mr. Walser stated that while he re- 
gretted it, he felt it his duty to ask the 
court to require Jones be put under 
bonds, and it was so ordered. 


Jones stated that he felt his life was 


in danger, but was satisfied that the 
officers would do what they could to 
protect him. He had no ono to applv 
to go bail for his appearance, but stated 
he could get bonds from Texas if it could 
be arranged. 
A number of citizens 


present stated that his bail would be 
forthcoming at proper time. 


JAMES' STATEMENT INTRODUCED. 


Sheriff Jay Scott was called and testi- 


tified that he had had James in charge 
in April last upon a charge of burglary. 
That .it the time of hia confession of 
April 4th, he was called in nnd that iu. 
the presence of Marion Childers and 
himself Mr. Walser had read over the 
statement to James who voluntarily 
signed it, and they all witnessed it. No 
one else was present. 


Mr. Jacobs inquired how it was that 


in the statement printed in the news- 
papers the name of C. J. Stilwell ap- 
peared as a witness, and waa informed 
by Mr. Walser that it was a newspaper 
fake and that he was not, in fact, pres- 
ent. The statement was then, read in 
evidence. 


On cross-examination 
Sheriff Scott 


stated that he had never talked with 
James before the statement was made. 
May have heard that he wag to, but 
didn't recollect. Never ln-ard of any in- 
ducements being offered him to make it. 


Childers came to Ihe jail quite often, 


and was never refused admission. Jones 
had told him that his life had been 
threatened and had asked protection. 


The further hearing way then adjourn- 


ed to Saturdav at 9 a.m., when it ia ex- 
pected that there will be more devel- 
opments of a startling character.
